‘ Until Lincoln's 
birthday there 
was general 
agreement on 
Chicago. But by 
the dawn’s early 
light they knew 
they could not 
afford to take a 
chance on the 
city of the broad 
shoulders, tool 
stacker and hog 
butcher for the 

world. 

They were afraid of 
butchered. Or stacked. 

On Lincolri’s birthday the anti- 
Eisenhower Republicans met in 
celebration of the Liberator. To 
be sure, they were the soft that 
Abe Lincoln detested. He had 
enough of them in his cabinet and 
in the army. 

Once uw friend asked Lincoln 
why he didn’t get rid of the nag- 
gers, the enemies, the draggeérs- 
of-feet. He said it reminded him 
of the fellow who went out to 
~ kill a skunk which had been 
bothering him by prowling about 
his place. He went out that night 
and seven skunks came along. 
He didn’t shoot because it would 
make too big a smoll to get rid 
of all the skunks on the place. 

President Eisenhower has this 
same “hard core of opposition” 
within his own party—men whose 
personal prejudices,’ Caesar-like 
a:abitions and intellectyal blind- 
ness cause them to hate and fear 
him. 


Hard Core 

At the “hard core’ Lincoln- 
Day dinner in Chicago on the 
evening of Feb. 12, were 1,700 
persons representing 26 states. 
They cheered attacks on the Pres- 
ident as a “‘left-winger.”’ 

They deplored the fact that 
Eisenhower had not brought into 
his councils the ‘‘great Repub- 
lican voices” — meaning, of 
course, Gen. MacArthur, Joe 
McCarthy, and others of like | 
ambitions and mind. The sena- 
tor from Wisconsin was present. 

It was that sort of evening. 

When the night was done the 
Republicans knew they could 
not, and should not, meet in 
Chicago.

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Democrats To Press Strategy — 
On Taxes, Roads and Schools

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20—The 
Democrats are preparing to push 
ahead this week with their drive 
to outflank the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration on its major legisla- 
tive proposals. 

Party leaders on both sides of 
the Capitol are beginning to re- 
veal their grand strategy for the 
political wars: 

“Git thar fustest’’ with a little 
more than the Republicans. 

To date the strategy is being 
applied to taxes, highways and 
schools. It is likely to be applied 
to other items as the session 
lengthens. It appears to be the 
Democrats’ answer to the Presi- 
dent’s personal popularity. They 
hope that even if he can’t be at- 
tacked outright, he perhaps can 
be outmaneuvered. 


WEEK SHAPES 


Thus the coming week in Con- 
gress shapes up along these 


lines: 
1. Taxes. House Democrats 
caucused Saturday, decided to 


slap an amendment on an upcom- 

tien tax Dill to give 
all individual taxpayers a $20 a 
year personal ineome tax cut. 
The amendment also would allow 
a $20 cut for each dependent. 
The battle will begin in a House’ 
Ways and Means Committee 
meeting tomorrow. 

2. Highways. The President is 
expected to send his $101 billion 
highway program to Congress on 
Tuesday. But a Senate public 
works subcommittee is going to 
jump the gun by starting hear- 
ings tomorrow. The principal bill 
before it will be by a Democrat, 
Chairman Albert Gore of Ten- 
nessee. 

3. Schools. A ‘“‘confidential”’ 
memorandum prepared by the 
Democratic National Committee 
has been circulated to all Demo- 
cratic members of Congress. It 
declares that the President's pro- 
posed $7 billion school construc- 
tion program would produce no 
new schools for “two to three 
years.”” Democratic members of 
the Senate Labor Committee may 
substitute a bill by Chairman Lis- 
ter Hill of Alabama. Public hear- 
ings will resume tomorrow. 


MAJOR FLOOR ACTION 
Major floor action of the week 
will come in the Senate, where 
members will start debate tomor- 
row on a House-passed bill to 
raise salaries of Congress and 
the federal judiciary. As ap- 
proved by the House, the meas- 


ure would raise members to $22,-| ' 


500 plus ($2,500) taxable expense

The proposed Demiocratie in- 
come tax cut will be offered as 
a “rider” to an administration 
bill to extend present corpora- 
tion and excise (luxury) taxes 
for another year.

HUNT ENDED 


The hunt was ended. It was not 
over officially, however, for the 
thousands of watchers until 6:45 
p.m. when Robles’ body, his 
chest riddled with uncountable 
bullet holes, was brought out of 
the house in a police canvas 
sack. 

Recovered earlier were the 
three detectives’ revolvers he had 
taken on Friday and which he 
used in today’s final battle. A 
search was being made for 
Robles’ own weapon. 

Robles, 5 feet 6 inches and 140 
pounds of viciousness and guile, 
was wanted as the triggerman in 
the murder of Joseph Aronowitz 
whose body was found in Brook- 
lyn early Tuesday. Aronowitz was 
to have testified in Baltimore 
Wednesday as a state’s witness 
in the attempted robbery of a 
Baltimore policy banker, a case 
having overtones of police pro- 
tection. 

Every policeman in New York, 
detective and patrolman alike, 
had become a part of the city- 
wide manhunt for Robles since 
his two escapes on Friday. 
Robles had a long police record 
since he started as a delinquent 
and the use of a revolver figured 
in every crime. 

The beginning of the end of 
the search came before noon to- 
day with “information” that 
Robles was with three white girls 
and three white men in a flat 
on the fourth floor—three stories 
up—of 67-69 East 112th St. 


TWO-DAY HUNT 

Policemen had been running 
around the city, stopping sub- 
way trains, searching movie 
theaters and following other false 
tips for two days. The third 
day they were going to be more 
deliberate while not passing up 


anything that might lead them | 


to Robles. On the latest infor- 
mation; in the words of Chief of 
Detectives Thomas A. Neilson, 
they “‘laid out a plan”’ after doing 
some checking that convinced 
them they had caught up with 
their man. 

Six policemen, five of them de- 
tectives, were sent from the East 
164th Street Station, which iW 
only a few blocks away. Ten 
others were deployed around the 
building, the third building from 
the northwest corner of Park 
avenue and 112th street. They 
were placed on roofs, on the 
street and on fire escapes, front 
and rear. 

With acting Detective Lieuten- 
ant Charles C. Dauner in the 
lead, the detectives at 3:20 p.m. 
went up the stairs. One of the 
detectives was Vincent J. Hef- 
feren who had engaged in the 
pistol battle with Robles Friday 
morning. They wore bullet proof 
vests and hoods. 

When the policement all had 
taken their positions the detec- 
tives: pushed open the door of a 
rear apartment on the fourth 
floor. They were met with a 


burst of five shots. Detective 


left forearm. 

The detectives returned the fire 
and then, to get the wounded 
men down, beat a temporary re- 
treat. A signal 30 (holdup, shoot- 
ing on street or other violent 
crime) was sent out over the 
police radio at 3:31 p.m. At 3:35 
p.m. all police radio cars in the 
Twenty-Fifth Precinct were or- 
dered to 112th street and Park 
avenue. 

Thus was the real battle joined. 


Blaze Wrecks 
Engine Room of 


Coast Guard Ship 


BOSTON, Feb. 20 (#—Fire to- 
day wrecked the engine room of 
the luckless Coast Guard cutter 
Eastwind which lost 11 crew mem- 
bers in a collision off Cape May, 
N. J., in 1949. 

The flames — originating in a 
generator — threatened a below- 
decks ammunition magazine and 
several other vessels, including 
the cutter Unimac, before they 
were extinguished by land and sea 
firefighters. No one was injured. 

The Unimac and other vessels 
pulled out into the harbor when 


‘ the fire threatened to engulf the 


Eastwind at its Castle Island pier. 

In the Jan. 19, 1949 disaster, the 
Eastwind was rammed off Cape 
May by the oil tanker Gulfstream. 
In addition to the dead, 18 crew 
members were injured.

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Southern Industry 
Gains Momentum 


H. McKinley Conway Jr. told mem- 
bers of the Railway Development Assn. 
of the Southeast last week that 19,000 
new industrial plants will locate in the 
area in the next decade. He added that 
this is a conservative estimate. 


Mr. Conway, long associated with the 
movement to industrialize the South, 
pointed out that industrial development 
is fast becoming the No. 1 function of the 
state government with the demand for 
industry growing by leaps and bounds in 
every state. 

His estimate is backed up by a survey 
in the Feb. 17 issue of the Wall Street 
Journal, which says that the South is 
launching its most intensive drive yet to 
attract new industry. Every state and 
every community is calling on every 
weapon at their command to induce man- 
ufacturers to locate new plants below the 
Mason-Dixon Line. 


There is a danger that competition 
for industry will backfire, but it is not 
restricted to the South. Other sections are 
launching their own development pro- 
grams on a scale fully as lavish. But the 
South does have some advantages, as the 
Wall Street Journal points out, that will 
enable it to hold a steady pace. 


For one thing, it has a growing mar- 
ket. New plants located here are able to 
sell their products easily and with less 
transportation costs than formerly. It is 
economically practical to build plants 
near the markets. 


The wage differential has been a fac- 
tor, but not a decisive one, in the South's 
developing industry. This differential is 
fast disappearing and no concern locating 
in the region can depend on it. Tax favors 
and other aids by states and local com- 
munities are inducements that can be de- 
pended upon only temporarily. 


The greatest factor is the workers 
themselves. Output of Southern workers is 
greater. The Wall Street Journal survey, 
for instance, quotes a manufacturer of a 
consumer item who left New Jersey not 
long ago and relocated in Georgia as say- 
ing that although he has 23 per cent 
fewer workers now than in the North, 
they’re turning out 80 per cent more 
volume. 

Almost unanimously the industrial- 
ists stress the point that Southern work- 
ers are easier to get along with, produce 
more per worker, and cause much less 
trouble. 

That kind of praise gets around. It 
is the finest insurance of all that South- 
ern industrialization will continue and 
that the South is destined’ to become the 
equal of any section of the nation in liv- 
ing standards and economic opportunities.

Nature Gives Warning 


Of Her Hidden Might 


Nature prods us now and then, as if 
to say, “Don’t forget my power.” 

Such a warning is contained in the 
earth tremors along what geologists term 


“The New Madrid Fault.” Reports of a 


mild earthquake all along the geologic 
“fault” in Missouri, Tennessee and Ar- 
kansas have been in the news. “The Ma- 
drid Fault” is an area of sunken ground 
which extends about 250 miles from New 
Madrid, Mo., to Helena, Ark., west of the 
river, and east of the river into Tenneés- 
see for about 50 miles. 

This area was the center of the New 
Madrid earthquake series which occurred 
between Dec. 16,°1811, and March 15, 
1812. Most of the land was then Indian 
held. The ground sank during the 
quakes, and the huge Mississippi reversed 
its direction and rushed into the “fault.” 
Indian reports: tell of the earth moving 
in vast waves, of the river Swirling in 
with a great, continuing roar, snapping 
off giant trees and carrying huge boul- 
ders on its crest. (The lake, 18 miles 


long and about 2% miles wide, is known 
as Reelfoot Lake.) 


Semidarkness, deafening noises and a 
heavy sulphurous odor all combined to 
make the white settlers and trappers on 
the edge of the “fault” believe the end of 
the world was at hand. 


French and American trappers soon 
flocked to the new lake in considerable 
numbers. David Crockett, for example, 
settled on the Rutherford Fork of the 
Obion River in 1821 and hunted and 
trapped in “the Shakes country” as it 
then was called. In 1908 these trapper- 
squatters provided a national story. Land 
speculators drained 30,000 acres of the 
lake and offered it for sale. “Nightriders” 
discovered two representatives of the 
company on a visit to the lake, broke into 
the log lodge where they were asleep 
and managed to capture and kill one. 
The other escaped in the dark, plunged 
into the cold water of the lake (it was 
October) and hid all night beneath 
brushwood drift. The state militia had 
to restore order. 


Nature, which three times covered 
most of Europe with ice and which has 
visited many cataclysmic events on earth, 
continues to warn us of her might. 


Pioneer City Rounds Out 


Decade of Fluoridation 


The completion of 10 years’ fluorida- 
tion of the water supply in Grand Rapids, 
Mich., was marked early this month with 
special ceremonies. The Michigan city is 
the first in which controlled study of flu- 
oridation as a dental decay deterrent has 
covered a full decade. 

The results have been highly satis- 
factory. 


The list of speakers at the Grand 
Rapids program included some of the na- 
tion’s outstanding dentists and health 
officials. 


Since Grand Rapids initiated the anti- 
cavity program in 1945, 1,040 other Ameri- 
can communities have followed _ the 
example. The list does not include 
Atlanta, Ga, Already Atlanta is 10 years 
behind the leader in this simple, safe, in- 
expensive way to better teeth and better 
health. 

But the list does include more than 40 
other Georgia cities which have investi- 
gated and then taken the progressive 
step. 


The Federal Budget 
Is Hard To Understand 


At a recent press conference, Pres- 
ident Eisenhower was reminded by a 
newsman that members of Congress were 
complaining about difficulty in under- 
standing the new $62,480,000,000 budget. 

This is no new situation. Neither the 
Congress nor the average citizen can 
understand the labyrinth of figures that 
seem compounded to confuse rather than 
enlighten. A little simplification seems to 
be in order for all concerned, 

In that connection, the Committee for 
Economic Development has just released 
the results of a two-year study in which 
such recommendations are made. The com- 
mittee urged greater use of the “program 
budget,” which groups expenditure re- 
quests by functions and activities involv- 
ing the same policy goal rather than by 
various departments. 

The group also recommended creation 
of a joint budget policy conference co- 
ordinating expenditure decisions and 
revenue decisions in Congress. It proposed 
to authorize the President to veto indi- 
vidual items in appropriation bills and 
recommended establishment of a system 
of annual performance reports and audits. 

Major weaknesses at present are cited 
as too much detail that is not relevant to 
major budget issues; lack of systematic 
procedure in Congress about relationships 
between expenditures and revenues, and 
decisions on expenditures are made one 
by one without consideration of the com- 
peting claims of various government 
programs. 

In plain words, the budget is vague 
and difficult to interpret. Departments 
make their requests for funds without 
consideration of what other departments 
are doing—making for overlapping and 
duplication of services. There is no re- 
view of performance or evaluation of 
efficiency. 

The CED recommendations are worthy 
of consideration. The “program budget” 
idea might well lead to savings of bil- 
lions to the taxpayers through the years 
without impairing services.

Present Turmoil in Russia 


Recalls Dark 


Pages of Past 


Let us look back a way. In the spring of 1584 a Czar of Russia, 
Ivan the Dread, died. His reign of more than forty years had been 
an eventful one and had left a strong impress upon the land he ruled. 
A believer in absolutism, he had buttressed his rule by creating a new 
favored class, the oprichniki, to whom vast rewards were given at the 
expense of the former ruling families. By wars against the Tatars of 
Kazan and Astrakhan, and by the exploits of the Cossacks under Er- 
mak, the whole of the Volga Valley and Western Siberia beyond the 
Urals jad been added to the Russian realm. But against the positive 
accomplishments of his rule must be set Ivan’s paranoia. 


Prof. Michael Florinsky, in his 
monumental history of Russia, 
says Ivan “saw treason every- 
where around him, and he ruth- 
lessly eliminated, one after anoth- 
er, practically all the men who at 
one time or another had the mis- 
fortune of being admitted to his 
council.” 


The tremendous social, econom- 
ic and political pressures generat- 
ed during Ivan’s reign were com- 
pletely beyond the capabilities of 
his successor, his son, Czar Fe- 
dor, who ruled in name only for 
14 years. Palace intrigue became 
rampant while explosive pressures 
within the country mounted. Pow- 
er slipped into the hands of a re- 
gent, Boris Godunov, who had 
himself elected czar after Fedor's 
death. 

Famine, spying, executions and 
deportations became the order of 
the day. Seeking relief from intol- 
erable oppression the people 
turned to a pretender, the pseudo- 
Dimitry who claimed to be the son 
of Ivan. But no sooner had the 
pretender triumphed than the 
variegated social and economic 
classes united behind him fell upon 
each other, seeking to attain their 
incompatible class interests. 

Civil war and banditry swept the 
land again. Czars came and went. 

Against the background of re- 
cent Moscow events, the thoughts 
of many, in Russia and outside it, 
must revert to this era now three 
and a half centuries distant. His- 
torical analogies, of course, are 
never exact. Yet it is tempting, 
even at the cost of some inac- 
curacy, to identify Ivan with Sta- 
lin, Fedor with Malenkov, and 
Khrushchev with Godunov. Even 
the possibility of a pseudo-Dimi- 
try is raised by Svetlane Stalin's 


) 


revelation last week that her broth- 
er, Vasily Stalin, is ‘‘very, very 
ill,”” though whether the illness is 
political or corporal she did not 
say. 

Two features in the present So- 
viet situation certainly parallel 
those of Moscow in 1600. There is 
no legitimate heir to the throne, 
creating a situation in which rival 
cliques inevitably battle for the su- 
preme prize. Nor is there today 
any resolution of the enormous do- 
mestic tensions built up during the 
late ruler’s reign. The explosive 
possibilities inherent in such a sit- 
uation are dramatically apparent 
in the history of the years after 
1600. 

Boris Godunov, Professor Florin- 
sky reminds us, “‘spared no effort 
to win popular favor by timely dis- 
plays of beneficence, by broad if 
somewhat vague promises of bet- 
ter things in the future, and by the 
kindness of his personal behavior.” 
He worried about the problems 
created by famine, tried to feed 
the hungry, and even freed many 
slaves. Yet his peasant policies 
“favored the advancement of serf- 
dom, contributed to the growth of 
discontent among the masses, and 
thus prepared his downfall.’’ 

History never repeats itself ex- 
actly. There are enormous differ- 
ences between the realm left by 
Ivan the Dread and that left by 
Stalin. The men now ruling Mos- 
cow know the story of the time of 
troubles, and do not wish a repe- 
tition. Yet, as we in the free world 
seek to probe the meaning of these 
latest events and forecast the prob- 
able shape of the future, there is 
much to reflect upon in this his- 
tory. There must be many in 
Khrushchev’s realm who are re- 
flecting upon it too.

The idea is that we wouldn’t ask 
for any commitments. We would 
be prepared to run the risk that 
the Soviets would try to conceal 
the source of this generosity from 
their own people. We doubt if con- 
cealment could be successful. 

It would demonstrate that, how- 
ever much we are the enemies of 
communism, we are not the enemy 
of the Soviet people—but a hu- 
mane, Christian friend in time of 
need. 


It would help the whole free 
world, the whole uncommitted, 
semi-neutralist world, to see, in a 
way propaganda could not blur, 
the true instincts of the American 
people and our dedication to the 
things which help the cause of 


peace.

know little of what America is like, 
to see that they do not have to turn 
to Communist regimentation and 
brutality to raise their standard of 
living, that there is a better way 
and that it works for the good of 
all the people.

The government already pos- 
sesses the Congressional power to 
offer some free grain to the Soviet 
people. Public Law 480, the Agri- 
cultural Trade and Development 
Act, authorizes the foreign opera- 
tions administration to use Ameri- 
can farm surpluses to “relieve dis- 
tress and famine’ anywhere in the 
world. 

The final decision remains to be 
made. It will undoubtedly be’ made 
at the Cabinet level within the next 
few days.

That might seem reasonable to 
most everybody, and still not seem 
so to Adlai Stevenson who can ac- 
curately be said to have given his 
‘all’ once in an uneven encount- 
er. It is hardly likely that he has 


made any hard and fast decision 
one way or the other, It is too 
early. Circumstances might de- 
velop in these times of swift 
change that would open the way 
for him as the best possible can- 
didate in 1956. 


If neither happens, and if the 
President seems sure of renomi- 
nation, and if Adlai Stevenson de- 
murs, the responsible leaders at 
the Democratic convention—which 
will come ahead of the Republican 
this time—may decide 1956 is not 
a Democratic year and the best 
thing would be to put up a “token” 
candidate in an obvious gamble.

George Washington Would Feel at Home Here

There is the story around At- 
lanta about the visitor whose 
first request upon arriving was 
to “drive by Mount Vernon.” 

Her hostess bundled her in the 
car and headed for the stately 
white frame home of James L. 
Dickey at 456 West Paces Ferry 
Road. 


‘*There are,” said the 
hostess. “‘Isn’t it beautiful? We 
bring the children by every year 
on George Washington’s birthday 
and tell them it’s like the home 
of our first President.”’ 

The home, second built on fash- 
jonable Paces Ferry Road (the 
first was that of Robert F. Mad- 
dox across the street) is the sub- 
ject of today’s article on the eve 
of Washington’s birthday. 

“The house is a great deal 
like Mount Vernon,”’ said Mr. 
Dickey, “‘but there are a few 
things that are different. Both 
homes have eight columns across 
the front, but mine are round 
while those of Mount Vernon are 
square. 

“And we do not have the cen- 


ter roof tower. Both homes have 
ground-level front terraces.”’ 


The Dickey home was begun 
in 1914, at the beginning of 
World War I. The family moved 
in the following year. Since Mrs. 
Dickey’s death several years 
ago, Mr. Dickey has continued 
to live in the handsome home 
which has been the center of 
much social gaiety through the 
years. The boxwood gardens are 
among the finest horticultural 
specimens in the city. 

“Soon after Mrs. Dickey and 
I moved in, we decided to name 
the place Arden, it seemed so 
beautiful and restful,’’ said the 
owner. 

The “Forest of Arden” in 


Shakespeare’s “‘As You Like It” 
inspired the name. Arden road, 
near the Dickey estate, takes its 
name from the place, having 
been part of the original land 
owned by Mr. Dickey. 

One of the most interesting 
items in the 18th-Century-fur- 
nished home is the Sheraton 
sideboard which the owners 
bought in Melrose, Scotland. The 
wallpaper, of an exquisite floral 
design, has retained its true col- 
ors since it was imported from 
Czechoslovakia many years ago 
to adorn the dining room walls. 
It is a perfect setting for rose- 
colored satin draperies hung 
from gold-leaf cornices.

Which is a matter of great relief to all and sundry, I imagine, 
because if the Carpenter of Nazareth had arrived before they 
adopted this broad-minded attitude one of the ushers might have 
asked Him to go around to the back door. 


Oh, I’m sure church ushers, being tactful gentlemen, would 
have tried not to hurt His feelings. They might have just sug- 
gested there was a charming little mission church in His neigh- 
borhood where He would undoubtedly feel more comfortable. 


But now all is well with that particular denomination be- 
eause they have decided to be nice to horny-handed sons of toil 
and if they can stop being smug about their new-found dem- 
ocracy they might accomplish wonders. 


However, there are still a lot of us in a lot of other denomi- 
nations who would like to think that our chureh catered only 
to Nice People, I know.

‘Mumpe Not Serious 


In Most Instances 


Mumps, a winter and spring 
disease usually is mild; so much 
so that one-third of all cases es- 
cape detection. The majority of 
victims recover completely. but 
complications ensue when the 
virus spreads. Deafness, menin- 
gitis, kidney disease, pancre- 
atitis, neuritis, or facial paraly- 
sis follow occasionally. 

The most discussed complica. 
is involvement of the sex

children & to 15 years old, 
whe make up the bulk of the 
mumps victims. 

One-third of all adult male 
victims, however, develop this 
complication which is not as 
alarming as it sounds. Usually 
only one side is involved and, 
to become sterile, both testes 
must be destroyed. 

The causative agent in mumps 
is a tiny virus. These agents are 
isolated from the nosé and threat 
secretions and as a result, the 
disease can be spread by cough- 
ing, sneezing, kissing and other 
personal contact. 

Typical manifestations develop 
between 12 and 26 days after ex- 
posure. They include chills, 
fever, headache, loss of appetite, 
pain, and a feeling of fullness 
in front of the ears. During this 
period, one or more of the 
salivary glands begins to swell. 

The parotids, located just in 
front of the ear, are affected 
most frequently, followed in turn 
by the submaxillary glands be- 
neath the jaw. Involvement. of 
all four of these glands produces 
the typical moon-shaped face. 
The temperature may be high 
at first but subsides as a rule 
by the end of a week or 10 days. 

There is no specific treatment 
except bed rest and isolation. A 
preventivé vaccine is available 
but this product is reserved for 
susceptible adults who have been 
exposed. A skin test was de- 
veloped recently that determines 
within 24 to 48 hours whether 
the individual is immune. If he 
is not, the vaccine will offer

Hoover Group Asks Red Tape Cutting 
To Save U.S. Quarter Billion Yearly 


WASHINGTON, Feb; 20—The 
Hoover Commission ‘called on 
President Eisenhower today to 
order cuts in government red 
tape. 

The group headed by former 
Republican President Herbe 
Hoover estimated government 
paperwork now costs the nation’s 
taxpayers about $4,000,000,000 a 
year. 

It proposed an economy pro- 
gram against ‘“‘red tape in gov- 
ernment’’ that could save an esti- 
mated $225,000,000 annually. 

The report was the second of 
about 20 being prepared for Con- 
gress by the 12-member group, 
officially, named the Commission 
on Organization of the Executive 
Branch of the Government. The 
first report, sent to Congress last 
Monday, dealt with federal per- 
sonnel problems. 

INTERFERES WITH WORK 

The commission gaid the 
“‘enormous volume ‘of papefwork 
fmposed upon top federal execu- 
tives interferes with their basic 
responsibilities.”’ It declared the 
government generally has made 
‘‘Iuttle progress” in reducing 
this paperwork, © 

accordingly, it urged the Presi- 
dent to establish by executive 
order a government-wide ‘‘paper- 
work management program” and 
direct his top officials to support 
it. : 
It recommended the General 
Services Administration be given 
the job of supervising of all pa- 
perwork management in the ex- 
ecutive branch. The purpose 
would be to simplify and improve 
the quality of forms, letters, and 
reports and reduce the costs of 
producing, issuing and storing 
them. 

SOMEONE TO SIMPLIFY 


It also proposed some top of- 
ficial in each agency be assigned 
to ‘simplify all government 
forms, eliminate unnecessary 
copies of letters, and non-essen- 
tial reports. This official would 
cooperate with GSA government 
housekeeping agency created by 
Congress On recommendation of 
the first Hoover Commission. 
This was a similar group which 
made many studies and recom- 
mendations on governmental ef- 
ficiency during President Tru- 
man’s administration. 

Immediate savings could be 
realized, the commission said, if 
employers’ quarterly federal tax 
returns were eliminated.

‘WASHINGTON, Feb. 20 (#—Sen. 
Goldwater (R-Ariz) has told the 
Republican. National Committee 
bluntly that as of today the odds 
are ‘heavily stacked’ against 
GOP efforts to regain control of 
the Senate in the 1956 elections. 


Reporting as chairman of the 
Republican Senatorial Campaign 
Committee, Goldwater said _ the 
“unpleasant facts’ of a searching 
political analysis indicate 10 GOP 
Senate seats are ‘‘in great danger”’ 


while only two Democratic “places |: 


are as seriously threatened by the 
Republicans. 

The Senate division now is 47 
Republicans and 49 Democrats, the 
latter being boosted into a clear 
majority by the acquisition of Sen. 
Merse of Oregon. Morse was elect- 
ed in 1950 as a Republican but 
turned independent in the 1952 
presidential campaign and then 
registered last week as a Dem- 
ocrat, 

GRASS ROOTS ANALYSIS 

In what ‘he called a grass roots 
analysis of political trends since 
the 1952 election, Goldwater made 
no reference to the possibility 
President Eisenhower will be a 
candidate in 1956 nor did he spec- 
ulate about what effect this might 
have on Senate and House races. 


Instead, the Arizona senator and 
his aides ‘charted the trends of 
party strength in state legislatures 
and in Congrass/races since 1952 
and applied them to states where 
Republicans and Democrats were 
elected to the Senate by less than 
55 per cent of the vote in 1950. 

Seats of senators elected in that 
year will be at stake in 32 states

in 1956. Of these 17 now are held 


by Republicans and 15 by Dem- 
ocrats. 

On the basis of vote percentages 
in 1950, Goldwater listed Idaho, 
New Hampshire, North Dakota, 
South Dakota and Vermont as in- 
dicated safe for the Republicans. 

On the same basis, he conceded 
to the Democrats a varying ad- 
vantage in Alabama, Arizona, 
Arkansas, Florida, Georgia, Louis- 
iana, Neyada, North Carolina, 
South Carolina and Oregon. 


NOT WRITTEN OFF 


Goldwater said. in an interview, 
however, he was not writing all of 
these off as lost to the Republicans 
if they make sufficient effort to 
capture them. He mentioned Ari- 
zona, Nevada and Oregon in this 
connection. 

» Republican seats listed by Gold- 
water as being ‘‘most in danger’’ 
included Colorado, Connecticut, Il- 
linois, Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, 
Ohio, ‘Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
and Wisconsin. He said his study 
indicated California and Utah were 
near the same danger zone. 

Goldwater said that on the basis 
of the 1950 voting percentages the 
Republicans would seem to .have 
their best chance of capturing 
Democratic seats in Kentucky, 
Oklahoma, Missouri, New York 
and Washington. 

But he said the trend of legis- 
lative and congressional voting 
had been against the Republicans 
since 1952 in all of these except 
New York and Washington, listing 
these as the two Senate seats the 
survey indicated the GOP_has the 
best chance to win. ie 

Goldwater told the National 
Committee that what has hap- 
pened to the Republicans in state 
legislatures in the last féw years—

which he said wasn’t good—‘‘will 
in all probability happen to us, 
sooner or later, on the national 
level.”’ 


PATTERN OF LOSS 


After the 1954 election he said 
there were fewer Republican state 
legislators than in 1950 in Maine, 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, New 
Jersey, Delaware, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia, West Virginia, Alabama, 
Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, Michi- 
gan, Wisconsin, Illinois, Iowa, Mis+ 
souri, Texas, Kansas, South Da- 
kota, New Mexico, Colorado, Wyo- 
ming, Montana, Nevada and Ore. 
gon. 

With some exceptions, he said 
this pattern of loss was carried 
out in congressional elections. He 
said gains by the Republicans 
mostly were represented in the 
South and “areas where we are 
not likely to win many Senate 
seats in ahy event.” | 

Asserting’ there has been a@ 
“massive regional decline in the 
Middle West” in Republican 
strength, Goldwater said ‘where 
there are the most Republicans we 
are showing the greatest weak- 
ness.”” 

“This ought to dispel any false 
optimism we may have based on 
our 1952 victory,” he said. “In 
mest of the state legislatures the 


| Republican party is clearly weak- 


er now than it was in 1950.
